Encouraging Home Merchants 

When a dollar is sent out of town it stays out, says the 
" Ilemet News. Even the man who sent it away has no chance 
of ever seeing part of it again. Not only that, but it ulti¬ 
mately will force him to spend more money for taxes and 
local improvements than would be the case if more persons 
lived in the town to foot the bills. 

For land around a town to be worth its maximum of 
value it must lie near a live town. Land around a dead town 
is worth no more than if the town didn’t exist. And the 
only way to have a live town is to have people living in and 
around it who do their trdaing there. 

Besides, if the people in and around a town do their 
trading in it the merchants are encouraged to keep better 
and more up-to-date stocks; their goods move more rapidly. 
They employ more clerks and otherwise keep the money in 
circulation in town. 

The merchants pay taxes, they help to maintain schools 
and churches. 

Farmers frequently move to town so that their children 
may save the advantages of good schools and churches. But 
these cannot develop where there is no commercial life. 

It is worth money in comfort, convenience and satisfac¬ 
tion to live comparatively near a live town—or in it. Then 
why strangle a town by chasing your money—its life blood 
—away ?

The Home Industry League of California was formed to 
encourage California people to buy California goods of Cali¬ 
fornians. Secretary Thorburn, of San Francisco, has the 
following to say regarding the country merchant and his 
printing: 

“The country editor’s job department ought to be given 
every bit of printing ordered for or by the people who read 
his paper, whose business is benefited by the existence of his 
publication. Many a first class country paper would actually 
lose money if it depended exclusively on the subscriptions 
and advertising to pay the cost of getting it out. And the 
loss to that community of its local newspaper is a financial 
loss that would be shared, to a definable extent, by every 
firm doing business in that community. 

“Therefore the local firms which benefit financially by 
the existence of a local newspaper are simply helping them¬ 
selves to make more money if they will only realize that it is 
not charity on their part—but downright “good business”— 
to see that the local printery gets the next order even 
though the price be a little higher than the price charged 
by the more distant printery. 

‘And many a time,” Thorburn emphasized “If the local 
firm would give the local printer an order for an equally large 
number of copies as he always gives when ordering abroad 
and not be expecting the local printer to do 500 letterheads 
at the same rate, per thousand, as is charged by the outside 
printer on an order of 5,000, it will be found that in the long 
run it would actually save time and money to place all the 
ordering of printing right at home.”

Hollywood Citizen:—After all, wasn't it a wonderful 
victory to be able to secure a majority of 30,000 votes for 
prohibition in all that part of the State outside of San Fran¬ 
cisco city ?
